Says Industries Cannot Survive 
the Log*.

Atlantic City, June 12—A 
resolu­ 
tion 
expressing 
organized 
labor’s 
disapproval 
of wartime 
prohibition 
and strongly urging that 2% per cent 
beer be exempt from 
the provisions 
of the Eighteenth Amendment to the 
Constitution and from 
the wartime 
prohibition measure which goes into 
effect July I, was adopted yesterday 
by the reconstruction convention of 
the American Federation of Labor. A 
bitter fight was waged on the proposal 
by dry elements, especially delegates 
from Seattle, who based their argu­ 
ments on the benefits they said their 
city had found through prohibition, 
but it was carried by an overwhelm­ 
ing vote of 26,476 to 4,005. 
Th# vot­ 
ing is proportional to the membership 
of the unions represented. 
The resolution will be sent to Presi­ 
dent Wilson and Congress. 
The Resolutions 
At the outset the resolution cites 
the provisions of President Wilson’s 
executive order stopping 
the brew­ 
ing of beer on December I, 1918; the 
provisions of the war emergency bill 
establishing wartime prohibition and 
the Eighteenth Amendment. 
It then 
continues: 
“Whereas, all the foregoing is prin­ 
cipally intended to deprive the work­ 
ers of America of the means to se­ 
cure legally a glass of beer after a 
day’s work, and, 
“Whereas, all this restrictive and 
sumptuary legislation has the effect 
of destroying part 
of the American 
labor 
movement 
and 
is 
seriously 
crippling many international organi­ 
zations affiliated with the American 
Fedetetion of Labor; therefore be it 
“Resolved, That the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor in convention assem­ 
bled in Atlantic 
City expresses 
its 
disapproval of wartime prohibition 
and that a strong 
protest from the 
delegates to this convention be for­ 
warded to the government at Wash­ 
ington, setting forth in a most em­ 
phatic manner the opinion of the dele­ 
gates to this 
convention that 
the 
present mild 
beers of 2*4 per 
cent 
alcohol by weight should be exempt­ 
ed from the provisions of the Eigh­ 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution 
and also from the 
provisions of the 
war prohibition measure; 
and be it 
further 
“Resolved, That the executive coun­ 
cil of the American Federation of La­ 
bor be, and is hereby, instructed to 
convey these expressions 
through a 
committee to 
the President 
of the 
United States and 
to the Congress, 
and to do everything in its power to 
preserve to the people of the United 
States their freedom, liberty and de­ 
mocracy.”

A tentative 
draft of the frontiers of Hungary has 
been prepared for submission to the 
Council of Four, but there is no ex­ 
pectation that the council will begin 
serious consideration of the Hungarian 
settlement until the expected changes 
in the Austrian and German pacts are 
out of the way.

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Washington.—One of tile big prob­ 
lems before the new Congress is get­ 
ting the railroads back on a peace J 
basis. 
These 260,000 miles of steel 
highways were taken over by the Gov­ 
ernment as an indispensable arni of 
the national defense; but now that 
their war service is over, there Is a 
country-wide demand that the Gov- 
eminent restore them to their owners 
to be operated on normal American 
business standards of efficiency. 
But, OS bas been pointed out by 
President Wilson as well as by many 
men in public life who have given 
this subject years of careful study, 
it is not enough simply to say to the 
railroad companies, “Take these rail­ 
roads and give the country the best 
transportation service that money and 
brains «nn provide.” 


Old Laws Obstruct Growth. 
The President recently said that It 
would he a serious mistake to return 
to the old conditions of railroad regu­ 
lation without reforming the anti­ 
quated laws that were obstructing the 
free development of transportation fa­ 
cilities. The Director General of Rail­ 
roads has recently made an inspection 
trip from coast to coast, and he has 
been telling the people that the time 
has now come to put the railroads on 
a sound foundation. 
The plans for a better system of 
nstioiia! control of railroads are as 
varied as were the plans for honking 
and currency reform when Congress 
received a mandate from the people 
to provide Insurance against financial 
panics. 
The public now demands in­ 
surance against a breakdown of rail­ 
road transportation, and the new Con­ 
gress Is undertaking this work as sec­ 
ondary only to insurance against in­ 
ternational warfare. 
Congress solved 
the banking problem seven years ago 
as a non-partisan Issue, in which all 
the people had a common interest, and 
Congress evidently 
Is tackling the 
railroad problem with the same spirit. 
While the many plans that have 
been proposed differ in the methods 
to be adopted In reaching the desired 
goal, It has been pointed out by Sena­ 
tor Cummins of Iowa that all these 
plans have really very much in com­ 
mon—so much so that he Is confident 
that Congress will have little difficulty 
in framing a bill that will meet with 
popular approval, and that will take 
the railroad question out of politics 
for many years to come. 


Many Plana With Ona Aim. 
The Iowa Senator has a command­ 
ing position in this Congress because he 
Is the ranking member o f the Interstate 
Commerce Committee of the United 
States Senate, and it is in this com­ 
mittee that the new* :,ai!rol,d bill 
take Huai form. In an address before 
a national meeting of business men 
at S t Louis Senator Cummins stated 
that since the close of the war fully 
thirty complete plans for new’ railroad 
legislation had been submitted to him 
by business men, economists, bankers, 
railroad officials and owners. Govern­ 
ment officials, railroad workers and 
Just plain citizens. 
The basic principles upon which all 
of these plans, with one exception, 
agree are as follows; 


1. Private operation la more effi­ 
cient and more economical than 
Government 
operation, 
and 
tho 
public interest will therefore be 
eerved by a return of the road* to 
private management 
2. To 
make certain that new 
capital will be attracted to the 
expaneion 
of 
railroad 
facilities, 
there ought to be greater certain­ 
ty that a fair return will be earn­ 
ed on the investment 
3. The 
merging of weak and 
etrong roads into large competing 
system* should be encouraged. 
The making of a formula to pro­ 
vide a fair return on railroad capital 
seems likely to be the phase of the 
problem most thoroughly debated In 
Congress. 
The Director General has 
been 
urging 
that 
the 
Government 
4 i ought to guarantee a certain return 
£ : and share in any excess earnings.

Government Guarantee Opposed. 
But tile propositi that the Govern­ 
ment shall guarantee the Interest aud 
dividends bn private capital iuvested 
in railroads will undoubtedly meet 
wit Ii very vigorous opposition in many 
\ quarters. 
Even railroad executives, 
who might be supposed to take kindly 
to the Idea of a Government guarantee 
against failure, hitve frankly stated 
ttint they do not want It, because they 
believe it is uu-American In principle, 
would teud to lessen efficiency, and 
would Involve the roads In a Govern­ 
ment partnership that would Inevita­ 
bly lead to Government ownership.
